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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3-4, 10, & 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McCallister et al. (U.S. Patent 6078625). 

Regarding claims 1, 3-4, & 10, McCallister et al. discloses a method and transmitter for 
transmitting digital information in the form of consecutive symbols comprising: an outer encoder 
encoding the digital information with an outer code (14 FIG. 2), an interleaver interleaving the 
encoded digital information (16 FIG. 2), a recursive inner encoder and a modulator unit encoding 
the interleaved encoded digital information with a recursive inner code and in conjunction 
therewith memoryless modulating (18 FIG. 2, column 1 lines 22-33, lines 42-54, column 2 lines 
59-62) where the differential encoding conventionally used in the PTCM encoder as inner coder 
is the recursive inner code and 8PSK is the memoryless modulating and a differential modulation 
method. 

Regarding claim 12, McCallister et al. discloses the inner encoder and modulator unit 
forms an integrated structure (18 FIG.2). 

Regarding claim 13, McCallister et al. discloses the integrated structure is a differential 
modulator (18 FIG.2, column 1 lines 22-27, lines 47-54). 

Regarding claim 14, McCallister et al. discloses the integrated structure, pragmatic trellis 
coded modulation, is a Trellis Coded Modulator. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-9 are allowed. 

Claims 2, 5-6, & 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
